RUNNING DOWN OLD THREATS 


Mr. Pease Visited the Reed House and 


Makes Note of Some Things. Careful 


Search of the House Being 


Made. 
An 
Adminis- 


trator Appointed. 


Detective Pease of Lee arrived in the 


city Tuesday afternoon and began a quiet 
hunt on the Reod murder mystery on his 
own hook. Mr. Pease keeps his own 
counsel; in fact the air of mystery that 
surrounds him when he is engaged in im- 
portant work is mora dense than that 
now enveloping the mystery he is at- 
tempting to clear up. Mr. Pease visited 
the Reed house yesterday afternoon and 
made careful note of matters he was inter- 
ested ia and then started out to the 
country. It was learned he had gone in 
tlie direction of Benaington, Vt., to hunt 
another man who had had disagreeable 
dealing? with Mr. Heed. The report was 
that the man had threatened Mr. Eeed's 
life. Perhaps Mr. Pease will now do 
.single-handed what a corps of detectives 
.andoffioers failed to do. If he does he 
will have the thanks of this community 
ana have earned no little honor. 


Therf is nothing to report on the mat- 


ter of chasing the criminal or the finding 
of olues. No new clue has been found ex- 
cept thu one Mr. Peuse came up after and 
no doubt it was a promising one to the 
mind of that officer or he would not have 
left a hot chase in the vicinity of his home 
after Bonai and Weeks, the Bridgeport 
murderers, when people were so sure they 
had seen those needed gentlemen 
in 


that territory. Captain Dineen and Officer 
Jones are making a systematic search of 
the Read house. This is being done to 
confirm the belief that there is nothing of 
importance in it more than it-Is done in 
the hope of finding anything that will 
give a clear clue to the murderer.

B. Wright Tuesday: 


Life is significant to us; there fore sucli 


an hour as this might be one of silence, 
rather than speech. We might meditate 
and commune with God, rather than ex- 
press our thoughts. We look from an- 
other point of view, however, for we have 
left the first, the natural, and have been 
led to the summit of divine revelation. 
From this mount of observation the real- 
ity of life is seen. 
Our sweep of vision is 


wider, and we realize that life has a 
broader meaning than the few years we 
spend here. It is the future life that given 
value to the present. 
To do one's duty 


now, to be faithful in our stewardship 
here, 
is 
the great privilege of any 


man, 
and 
gives 
the 
promise 


of 
the 
life 
that 
is to 
come 


It in this that gives dignity to man, and 
opens his lips to speak In the presence of 
death. It gives him divine authority to 
point to the elements of greatness, and 
urges the improvement of all the oppor- 
tunities to make the most of one's self. 


We come to this house today, sum- 


moned by this sudden sorrow to learn the 
lesson God would teach us. 


It is not necessary for any of us to pro- 


nounce a 
eulogy over our friend,—a 


thousand lips have done-that. Men in nil 
wall£S of life praise him for his gentleness, 
his sincerity and earnestness in the great 
activity of every day work. 


Eecently I was with him in Washing- 


ton, and men spoke again and again of 
his virtues, his manhood, and his iidelity 
to his trusts aud obligations. He was noble 
and true. Friends and political opponents 
say this over aud over again. In one of the 
sharply contested campaigns the man 
who ran against him said to me: "Of Mr. 
Wright as a man I have nothing but good 
to say, I admire him." lie passed through 
public life untainted, and more than this, 
deeper settled and fixed in his conviction3 


of righteousness. 
His influence on others 


had the effect of bringing oat that which 
was best in them. But I will apeak of 
him here in this community. Here is 
where hia character shines. In business 
life he was honest, accommodating, court- 
eous, and methodical. He wronged no 
one, 
he 
defrauded 
no 
one 
and 


be 
was very 
successful. 
The 
so- 


cial sido of his character was especially 
rich, and he was a charming companion, 
witty and gracious. The feeling of fra- 
ternity was expressed in connection with 
| civic societies, and into these he carried 


the same delightful spirit so admired. 


As a friend, he was true, constant and 


sympathetic. Those who had the right tobe 
racorded among his friends weae favored. 
While he had the strong instincts of hu- 
manity, and treated men aa men, irre- 
spective of class distinctions, yet friend- 
ship was to him a sacred thing, and one 
which implied the exchange of confi- 
dences. 


In the church and Sunday school he was 


a Christian maj, ready to serve in any • 
way. As an official mem'oer of the chur;h 
he was an able adviser, and it was ex- 
pected of him that he would take the 
place of a leader. From this he naturally 
shrank, but we claimed him as the chief 
among us. In the dark days of the finan- 
cial trial through 
which the church 


passed, as well as in its prosperity, men 
looked to him and never found him want- 
ing. He was sincere, but undemonstra- 
tive in his Christian life. Yet he never 
flinched from spiritual work. During one 
of the conventions that nominated him 
for a public trust he was in the prayer 
service of hia church. The Methodist 
Episcopal church at home and abroad 
will miss him. His home was the blessed 
place for him, and how we all thank God 
that he was at home when the sum- 
mons 
came 
for 
him 
to 
go. 


Being of typical New England stock, be- 
ing especially blessed in his father and 
mother, he was a real New Bnglander, 
and his home life was of the New Eng- 
land character. At home with his wife, 
whom he loved more than life, he was 
very happy, During the few days since 
hia return from Washington, it was re- 
marked again and again that he was well, 
light-hearted, joyous. 
Mr. and Mrs- 


Wright anticipated years of life together 
in the reciprocal love and happiness of 
each other's society. 


A broken column typifies his life, which 


was symmetrical, beautiful, harmonious, 
but not completed. We believe his work 
was growing and his influence increasing, 
and that it would be so for years to come- 
What a complete character was his mor- 
ally, religiously, mentally, physically! 


Goodby, dear friend. We will miss you, 


but wo will cherish your memory as 
precious perfume is kept sealed in alabas- 
ter boxes. Goodby, dear friend, you have 
simply gone on before, and the day of 
meeting will come in the painless land, 
where death will be unknown. 


Our friend is a victor. He has overcome, 


and we may overcome through the blood 
of the Lamb, and the word of our testi- 
mony.

GENERAL D.G.SWAE 


Ex-Judge Advocate of Army Passes 


Away at Washington. 


HE CAME OF WARRIOR 
STOCK. 


Was Suspended For 12 Years 


by Court Martial. 


Washington, Aug. IS.—David G. Swalm, 


U. S. A., retired, judge advocate general, 
died here yesterday, aged 03, o£ blight's 
disease. 


General Swaira was born in Salem, O., 


Dec. 22, 1834. He car.ie of a family rep- 
resented in all of the early \\ais of the 
United States, conspicuously in the war 
ot 1812. His father was the friend of 
Joshua R. Glddings, Salmon P. Cliase 
ar.d other advanced political thinkers of 
the day, and was one of the few men who 
organized the Free Soil party In Ohio. 


General Swaira received an academic 


education, 'gtadled law and began piac- 
tice at Salem. On the outbreak of tits 
war he entered the volunteer service as 
a lieutenant, rising rapidly to the rank 
of major and brevet colonel -\\htm mus- 
tered out in J866. He served throughout 
the war, participating in many memor- 
able engagements, and lietngr tor a time 
on the stuff of General Thomas. 
After 


the war he was attached to the regular 
army as major and judge advocate Tn 
the laf.tercapacity he distinguished him- 
sclf In cases involving the constitution- 
ality of the reconstruction acts of con- 
gress, tried before the United States 
courts of Mississippi. 


On Feb. 18, ]S78, President Hayes ap- 


pointed him judie advocate general of 
the army with the rank of brigadier gen- 
eral. He was the trusted friend of and 
companion of President Garfield, and 
attended him through the long hours 
that preceded his untimely death. Tn 
1SS4 he was accused of giving- evasive 
answers to the secretary of war regard- i 
ing a private transaction, tried by court- | 
martial and acquitted 
of 
fraudulent 


practices, but convicted of conduct pre- 
judicial to g-ood order and discipline. 
The sentence impos-ed by the mllitaiy 
court was disapproved. The court then 
sentenced General Swaim to suspension 
from rank and duty on half pay for 12 
years. This brought the expiration of 
his sentence and the date of hl3 retire- 
ment the same year 
(1S96). General 


S\vaim sued in the court of claims to re- 
cover his full pay, the court deciding 
that the evidence showed no offense, but 
that the court ol claims had no jurisdic- 
tion to levlew court-martial proceed- 
ings. Tlie caae went to the supremo 
court on appeal and was decided ad- 
versely. 


Dec. 
3, 1834, Secretary Lamont, by di- 


rection of the president, remitted theun- ' 
expired portion of his sentence and re- ' 
stored him to all the rights and privl- j 
leges of his office. 
He preferred not ti I 


take up bis official duties on account of 
ill health and remained on the active list 
waiting his retirement, which took place 
DC c. 22, 1S9S.

•Washington. He leaves a widow and ' 
one ehnd, the wife of L. L. Thompson ot :

On a Ship of the Same Company 


That Owns the Herbert Ful=

Bram's Case Now. 


Boston, Aug. 19.—A sensation comes to- I 


day from Buncos Ayres that may prove j 
Bram guiltless of the murder at sea aboard I 
the Herbert Fuller and show that there is 
a maniac murderer in the employ of a 
certain shipping company. 


The cable received in this city today 


says that Capt. J, W. Whitman aud] Mate 
William Harsburgh of the schooner Olive 
Peek, which sailed from this port on 
June 27, have been murdered by the 
crew. 


The principal owners of the vessel are 


J. P. Ellieott & Co. of Boston, the same 
owners that sent out the barkentine Her- 
bert Fuller, on which Captain Nash and 
bis wife and Mate Bombers was murd- 
ered last spring, and for which Bram is 
now under sentence of death. 


The theory of these sea horrors on the 


ships of the flame company is that a ma- 
niac murderer is in the employ of the 
company, possessed of the cunning and 
stealth of madness. 
The announcement 


has made interest in Bram's case increase 
most decidedly. 


PARIS WILDLY EXCITED. 


Probable Attempt to Kill 


President Faure When 


Leaving for Russia

Paris, Aug. 19.—The departure of Presi- 


dent Faure on his visit to St. Petersburgh 
today was marked by a scene of the great- 
est excitement, accompanied by the cir- 
culation of the wildest kind of rumors.

My Dear Annie—Fruit Is now well to 


the front and all good housewives are 
thinking about their preserving I have 
not begun to put up very much as yet ex- 
cppt a little jelly and some cherres I 
bave found it better to use three-quar- 
ters o£ a pound of sugar to every pound 
of fruit than the old rule of pound for 
pound 
There cannot be too much care 


taken in selecting fruit for jellies, for if 
the fruit Is overripe any amonut of time 
in boiling will never make it Jelly. Be 
sure and carefully skim off the juica af- 
tei it begins to boil and the scum rises 
to the top, if allowed to boil under the 
jelly -will not be clear Do not stir it 
while it is boiling 
By keeping these 


general principles in mind and following 
recipes closely I think you will have 
good luck. In putting up cherries, take 
larg-e ripe cherries, weigh thenn and to 
each pound allow a pound of loaf 
sugar Stone the cherries (opening them 
•with a. sharp quill) and save the Juice 
that comes from them in the process As 
you stone thsm, throw them into a large 
pan and stew about half the sugar over 
them letting them He in it an hour or 
two 
Then put them into a presenlng 


k»ttle v. 1th tlie remainder of the sugar, 
and boil and skim them till the fruit is 
clear and the eyrup thick 


You say you would like to put up some 


whole apple* For this pippins are best. 
Peel and core large firm apples and throw 
them into water as you parethem. Boil 
the parings in water for fifteen minutes, 
allowing a pint to one pound of fruit 
Then strain and adding three-quarters 
of a pound of sugar to each, pint of wa- 
ter, as measured at flrat with enough 
lemon peel to impart a pleasant flavor 
return to the kettle 
When the syrup 


has been well-skimmed and Is clear pour 
it boiling hot over the apples, w hich must 
be drained from the vv ater in w Inch they 
have hitherto stood 
Let them remain 


in the syrup until both are perfectly cold 
Then covering closely let their* «;im- 
n ci over a slow fire until transparent 
When all the details of these direc- 
tions are attended to, the fruit will re- 
main unbroken and present a beautiful 
and inviting appearance I tried a new 
•way of making 


CURRANT JEL.L.T, 


and I am sure j ou will like it as well as 
I do 


Wash and squeeze the currants in the 


usual w ay and put the Juice in a stone 
jar and place in some cool corner of the 
cellar 
In about twenty four hour;, a 


considerable amount of froth will cover 
the surface produced by fermentation 
and this m»st be removed and the \v hole 
strained again through the Jelly bag 
then Tvei^hed and an equal "weight of 
powdered whttp sugar is to be added 
Stir it constantly until dlssoh ed and 
then put in jrrs tied up tightly and set 
av.ay 


At tne end of another t^\ent> four 


hours a peitectlv transparent jelly o£ 
the most aelip-htrul f a\ or w i l l be formed 
which will keep just as long as if it had 
been cocKpd 
Tliis manner of pie«eiv 


ing currants ts at least worth a trial 


Mold can be prevented from forming on 


Jellies, bj pouring a little melted paia 
fine ovei the top When cool it wfll 
harden to a solid cake which is easily 
removed and can be saved for another 
year
